And What Have You

Last 
week 
we 
skipped any 
comments on the state of affairs in 
Austin 
because 
we 
thought that 
surely by the time the paper was 
out they would have come to grips 
with the problem and passed a tax 
bill. 
But they didn’t and we are 
not sure that things will be any 
different this week. 
Unless 
Governor 
Preston 
Smith begins to show more strong 
leadership than he has up to this 
point, we suspect that we are in 
for a long, bad session in Austin. 
So far h^ seems to rather wait un­ 
til the damage is done before he 
does much to try to help matters. 
First, he waited until the reg­ 
ular session was over and a one 
year appropriation bill passed be­ 
fore he informed anyone that he 
would not accept it; and then he 
waits until after the first special 
was over before he tried to get 
tough with the lawmakers. 
Because of this lack of leader­ 
ship on his part and his apparent 
lack of strength in Austin, we find 
Lt. Gov. Barnes, 
House Speaker 
Mutscher, 
and 
the Governor all 
trying 
to come out on top in the 
fight for leadership. 
And the bad 
thing is that all three seem to be 
losing the respect of the average 
Texan who has had about all the 
wrangling in Austin that he wants. 
On the surface the differences 
between the two houses seem to be 
whether to tax business or people 
and whether to add beer and liquor 
to the sales tax. However, there 
may be more to it than this. 
We would prefer to see most of 
the new taxes placed on a broad 
base as is the case with a sales tax 
and we really can see no justifiable 
reason to exempt beer and liquor 
even though they already carry a 
tax. 
If cigarettes can be taxed an 
additional 
five 
cents, then why 
leave out beer and liquor? 


And while we are on the subject 
of legislative inaction, we might 
mention the fact that Jones County 
Commissioners are still ignoring 
the court order to re-district com­ 
missioner precincts. 
The U. S. Supreme Court, up­ 
on hearing an appeal from Midland, 
Texas, 
ruled that the 
one-man, 
one-vote concept must be carried 
on down through the various bran­ 
ches of government to the county 
commissioners precincts. 
It ap­ 
pears that this ruling must be com­ 
plied with before filing 
deadline 
for offices next year. 
This does not give the Com­ 
missioners 
Court 
much time to 
come up with a workable plan since 
they apparently have not made any 
headway during the past year or so. 
Terms of two commissioners, 
Tom Boyd of Precinct 2 , and J . E . 
Touchstone of Precinct 4, expire 
next year. 
Boyd represents the 
largest precinct and Touchstone the 
smallest. 
There is some question if any 
action taken by the County Court in 
its present unbalanced form would 
stand up in a court case so it is 
essential that they drop their pre­ 
sent attitude of just hoping the pro­ 
blem will disappear and solve this 
problem before it is too late. 
What seems to make the matter 
of redistricting hard is that while 
the commissioners are the public’s 
representatives on the county level 
of government their real concern 
seems 
to be roads and ditches. 
This presents the problem of how 
do you keep both the people and the 
roads in balance. 
We have always felt that our 
county form of government is long 
over due a major overhaul. We 
doubt 
that 
the 
commissioners 
should be* full time public servants 
but should rather be like city coun­ 
cilmen who serve only part time 
without pay. 
People can be hired 
to keep 
roads 
and other 
such 
matters.

Buried Sunday 


Funeral for Pearl Hudson, 
80, an early day pioneer of 
Jones County was held at 3 
p.m. Sunday 
in the First 
United Methodist Church with 
the pastor, Rev. Cecil Hard­ 
away, and Rev. E. L. Yeatcs of 
Roby, officiating. 
Miss Hudson died at 3:15 
p.m. Friday at her home, 320 
S. W. Ave. D, following a long 
Illness. 
The daughter of the late 
Mr. and Mrs. A. G. Hudson, 
she was bom June 6, 1889, in 
Callahan 
County 
and came 
with the family to Jones Coun­ 
ty in 1900 settling on a farm 
south of what is now the town 
of Hamlin. 
As the Hamlin townsite was 
laid out 
the family bought 
property and became one of 
the first families here where 
she has made her home since 
1905. 
She attended the early day 
Foote College here and became 
a very active m em ber of the 
M ethodist Church 
and the 
Missionary Society. 
For many years she was a 
sales lady in various dry goods 
stores and was later in charge 
of the 
ladies ready-to-w'ear 
departm ent 
of the Bryant- 
Link Co. before opening The 
Style Shop which she oper­ 
ated until her retirem ent. 
Miss Hudson was a charter 
m em ber of the Hamlin Busi­ 
ness and Professional W omen’s 
Club. 
She is survived by one sis­ 
ter, Mrs. J. E. (Mac) G rif­ 
fin of Big Spring; three bro­ 
thers, Jim of Odessa, A (Soc) 
Hudson and M. T. (Red) Hud­ 
son, both of Hamlin; and a 
host of nieces and nephews.

AUSTIN — The Texas Parks 
and W ildlife Commission, in 
a special m eeting called last 
week, created a $5 annual en­ 
trance perm it which will al­ 
low the holder 
to enter the 
park of his choice for one year. 
The new perm it does not 
replace the $12 annual park 
entrance perm it which may 
be used to enter all parks ex­ 
cept San Jose Mission, Elsen­ 
hower 
Birthplace, 
V arner- 
Hogg Plantation, P ort Isabel 
Lighthouse, Old F o rt P ark ­ 
e r and Monument Hill where 
a per-person fee is charged. 
D epartm ent authorities said 
the new $5 perm it was de­ 
signed prim arily for the resi­ 
dents near a S tate park who 
would not norm ally use other 
State parks. Those who pur­ 
chase the new $5 annual per­ 
m it will still have to pay the 
regular entrance fee should 
th ey visit other S tate parks.

Whether you’re the all 
thumbs type or an experienc­ 
ed do-it-yourselfer, you’ll find 
stenciling is an easy way to im­ 
print colorful designs on fab 
tic. 
For one thing, it’s a craft 
that demands little in the way 
of artistic talent. You can buy 
stencil designs or trace them 
from art books or magazines. 
Use stenciled motifs on place 
mats, curtains, pillow covers, 
bedspreads, dresses, aprons, 
even towels and pillowcases 
Items stenciled with perma­ 
nent, washable textile colors 
can be machine-washed with­ 
out colors fading 
Choose a firmly woven all­ 
cotton fabric for best results. 
Wash first to remove any siz 
ing in the f abr ic, and press 
For stenciling, you’ll need 
textile paints, special stencil 
paper or any heavy waxed pa 
per. a stencil knife or single 
edge razor blade, and a short 
stubby stencil brush 
Paints, brush, and stencil pa 
per are available at hobby 
shops or art stores

For your first stencil, use a 
simple design- either a ready­ 
made one or a motif traced 
from an art book or a maga­ 
zine picture Flow ers, fruit, 
su n bu rsts, leaves, anim al 
shapes and birds are good 
choices. 
To cut your own stencil, 
place waxed stencil paper on 
top of a design you have 
sketched or traced on white 
paper Tape to hold securely 
in place 
Hold up against a 
window pane so the outline of 


the sketched design will be vis­ 
ible through the stencil paper. 
Trace design onto stencil pa­ 
per with a hard pencil. Then 
cut out the design with a spe­ 
cial stencil knife or single­ 
edge razor blade. 
If you plan to use more than 
one color in the design, cut 
separate stencils for each col­ 
or area.

Wipe off 
excess paint on a paper before 
you start each brush stroke.
